Man's Indomitable Courage in the Face 
of Stupendous Dangers. | 
Man's unwillingnes to yield to ctr- 
cumstances is one of his most Impres 
sive characteristics. Sometimes it 
seems to be mere stubbornnes:, un- 
reasoning and purblind. Far more 
often, however, it is admirable In a 
high degree, betokening the supremacy 
of mind over matter and the primacy 
of man among created things.
